2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the resulLs 
of the cxarainalion will be specilled in the Notice issu^ by 
the Commission, Reservations will be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/ Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 1950, 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950; the (Consti- 
tution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Tenitorics) Order, 1951; 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Union Territories) Order 
1951 Las amended by the Schedule Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956, the Bombay Re- 
organisation Act, 1960, the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966, 
the State of Hin>achal Pradesh Act, 1970 the North Eastern 
Aieas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971 and the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes Orders (Amendment) Act, 1976J the 
Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1956, the Constitution (Andaman ond Nicobar Islands) 
Scheduled Tiibcs Ondcr, 1959 as amended by the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders (Amendment) Act 1976, 
the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes 
Ordei, 1962, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) 
Scheduled Castes, Order, 1962, the Constitution ( Pondicheiiy ) 
Scheduled Castes, Order, 1964, the Constitution (Scheduled 
Tubes) (Uttar Prodesh) Older, 1967, the Constitution (Goa, 
Daman and Diu) Scheduled Castes Order, 1968, the Consti- 
tution, Goa, Daman a-nd Diu) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968, 
the Constitution (Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes Older 1970, 
the Constitution (Sikkim) Scheduled Castes Order, 1978 and 
the Constitution (Sikkim) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1978. 

3. The examination v^ill be conducted by the Union Public 
Service C/ommission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. A candidate must he either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibcl-an refugee who came over to India bciorc 
(be IsL January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(c) a person of Indian origin v^ho has migrated fiotn 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, East African counliies 
of Kenya, JJ^nda, the United Republic of Tanzania, 
(formerly Tanganyika and ^nzibar), Zambia, 
Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia and Vietnam with the 
intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), (c), 
(d) and (e) above shall he a person in whose favour a cei- 
tificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 
India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination but the ofter 
of appointment may be given only after the necessary eligi- 
bility certificate has been issued to him by (he Government 
of India. 

5. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe shall be permitted more than three 


attempts at the examination. The restriction is effective 
from the examination held in 1962.

6, (a) A candidate for this examination must have attainctl 
the age of 20 years and must not have attained the age of 25 
years on the 1st January 1981 i.e., he must have been bom 
not earlier than 2nd January, 1956 and not later than Ist 
January, 1961, 

(b) The upper age limit will be relnxable upto the age of 
3() years in respect of LDCs/ UDCs/Steupgraphcrs Gnade D 
with not less than 3 years continuous and regular service 
on 1st January, 1981 in the various Departmcnts/Ofllces of 
the Government of India including those under the Union 
Territories Administrations or in the office of the Election 
Commission and the Central Vigilance Commission or in the 
Lok Sabha/Rajya Sabha vSecretariat. 

Candidates holding posts, which are not designated ns 
LDC/UDC/vStenographcrs Grade D will not bo eligible for 
age lelaxalion under this sub-rulc, even though the posts 
held by them arc in identical pay scales. 

(c) The upper age limit prescribed above will be fuithci 
relnxable : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five yeais if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Schedule Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a canihdate is 
a bona fide displaced person, from erstwhue East 
Pakistan (now Bangla Desh) and had mig»*tcd to 
India during the period between 1st January 1964 
and 25th March, 1971. 

(iii) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from erst- 
while East Pakistan (now Bangla Desh) and had 
migratetl to India during the period between 1st 
January, 1964 and 25th March, 1971; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
hona fide repatriate or prospective repatriate of 
Indian origin from Sri Lanka and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st November, 1964 or is to mig- 
rate to India under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of 
October 1964; 

(v) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a hona fide repatriate or prospective repat- 
riate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka and has mig-

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(ix) up to a maximum of tliree ycara In the case of De- 
fence Services personnel, disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed area, and released as a consequence thereof; 

(k) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of De- 
fence Services personnel, disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign coiuitry or in a dis- 
turbed area, and iclensed as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Sscheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes; 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force perflonnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Tndo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and 
ideased as a consequence thereof; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and 
released as a consequence thereof and who belong 
to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes; 

(xiii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bom fide repatriate of Indian origin (Indian 
Passport holder) from Vietnam as also a candidate 
holding emergency certificate Issued to him by the 
Indian Embassy m Vietnam and who arrived in 
India from, Vietnam not earlier than July, 1975. 

SAVE AS PROVlDFI> ABOVE THE AGE milTS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED, 

Note.— The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under Rule 6(b) shall be cancelled if after 
siibmitting his application he resigns from service or his ser- 
vices are terminated by his Department either before or after 
taking the examination. He will, however, continue to be 
eligible if he is retrenched from the Service or post after 
submitting his application 

An L.D.C./U.D.C, /Stenographer Grade D who Is on de-

(viii) writing irrelevant matter, including obscene language 
or pornographic matter, in the script (s); or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examination 
hall; or 

(X) harassing or doinfi bodily hairm to the slo(f employ- 
ed by the Commission for the conduct of their exa- 
minations; or 

(xi) attempting to commit or, ns the case may be, abet- 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts speci- 
fied in the foregoing clauses, 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal prose- 
cution, be liable — ■ 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred, either permanently or for a specified 
period — ‘ 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination or 
selection held by them;

17. Candidates will be required to pass a test in type- 
writing at a minimum speed of 30 words per minute in English 
or 25 words per minute in Hindi within a period of two 
years from the date of appointment to the Assistants’ Grade, 
In the event of their failure to pass the test within the 
prescribe<l periods they shall not be entitled to draw any 
further increments in the Assistants’ Grade until they pass 
such test or are exempted from this requirement under a 
special or general oitler; and on passing or being exempted 
from the test* their pay shall be reflxed as if their increments 
had not been withheld, but no arrears' of pay shall be allowed 
for the period the increments had been withheld. 

18. No person— 

fn) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living or. 

fb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

19. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority, is found not to satisfy 
these requirements will not be appointed. Only such candi- 
dates as are likely to be considered for appointment will be 
medically examined. 

20. Success at the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government arc satisfied, after such enquiry ns 
may be considered necessary that the candidate having regard 
to his character and antecedents is suitable in all respects for 
appointment to the Service /post. 

21. Conditions of Service for Assistants in the Indian 
Foreign Service (B), the Railway Board Secretariat Service, 
the Central vSecretarint Service, and the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Civil Service are briefly stated in Appendix IT.
